An ever-widening and interrelated web 


of crookedness is being shown about the 
department of .instice by the testimony 
before the senate committee. TVhile the 
operations of these mysterious people are 
exceedingly complicated, 
enough 
has 


been brought out to prove wholesale graft 
and corruption in connection with boot- 
legging and Ihe illegal transportation of 
fight films. The character of some of the 
witnesses is not good, and yet there is a 
frankness about their testimony in the ex- 
change of money, as well as a coincidence 
in their methods and access to the foun- 
tains of influence, that compels credence 
of their evidence. 
Others of the wit- 


nesses appear to be men of -character and 
standing, and their stories substantiate 
the admissions of those who have profited 
by these schemes. 


Nothing has been shown to directly in- 


criminate the attorney-general, although 
the inferences against him are strong. 
.The worst thing about the whole deplor- 
able mess, so far as he is concerned, is 
that the principals were his social and po- 
litical friends. In fact, he was the center 
about which all these curious and avari- 
cious and unprincipled persons buzzed, 
moved and "revolved. 
Certainly it was 


not a flattering environment for one oc- 
cupying the distinguished and responsi- 
ble position of attorney-general of the 
United States. 
Nor are these all of the 


circumstances which place the attorney- 
general in a bad light. Many other facts 
existed before this, investigation com- 
menced, and they were facts of record. 


Finally, there is Mr. Dangherty's stock 


speculations. Perhaps they would not be 
viewed so seriously, except as an indiscre- 
tion ill-befitting one in his official status, 
were it not for his placing of his account, 
largely in Sinclair stock tradings, in the 
name "''AY.

we have a government that is made up oE 
three .branches: 
The executive,

duty it is to enforce and maintain the 
laws: the judicial, that interprets the law 
and administers justice between man and 
man. and the congress or the legislative 
branch, which is supposed, under the -con- 
stitution, to be engaged in legislation." 


The several branches of government 


step on one another's toes now and then. 
Each vigorously maintains, as it should, 
its rights and prerogatives. 
The con- 


gress once in a while gives instructions to 
the president, who properly resents and

interference: 
a£ter\ enacting 


wretched laws, it criticizes the courts and 
attempts to meddle with affairs of the ju- 
dicial department.

ment is nowadays, -on some districts, leav- 
ing the bench and undertaking to engage 
in law enforcement and civic business. 


The trouble is not that we disrespect 


the constitution, or are ignorant of its 
contents, but that we treat it. in some re- 
spects, as we do the Bible. AYe read into 
it what we think should be included in it. 
AYe accept such portions of it as suit our 
-news, and annul, as far as we individual- 
ly are concerned, those -which, do not ap- 
peal to us. 


This is true of both those who disregard 


the law and those who demand respect for 
law. 
Both parties are about equally to 


blame, both are about equally guilty. Both 
add to the constitution; both detract from 
it. IB it not probably a fact that we do 
not understand the constitution'' 
There 


is great difference between knowing and 
understanding if. 
Liberty and justice 


and equality are the foundation of the 
American system of representative gov- 
ernment, and there is scarcely a citizen, 
no matter what his activities or align- 
ments may be. who is not offending in 
some wise against one or another of these 
three great principles.
